Six months before her 
admittance, however, she had begun

At conferences to be held during 
the next two weeks in the main 
agricultural sections of the country 
plans will be discussed looking to- 
ward the lifting of several million 
farm families from the relief rolls 
and placing them on a basis of self- 
Support through federal aid. 

Already 80,000 rural families are 
now being rehabilitated, having been 
placed on farms leased by the gov- 
ernment. Such of these families 
who during the next year demon- 


Strate their fitness for ownership 


will be permitted to buy the farms 
they occupy on some kind of long- 
term payments. 

Incident to the announcement of 
the enlarged program to substitute 
self-support for poverty among the 
millions of farm families now on re- 
lief rolls, Lawrence Westbrook, as- 
sistant director of the FERA in 
charge of rural rehabilitation, re- 
veils that the south has received 
the lion’s share of farm relief ex- 
penditures, largely because of the 
high per cent of tenants in this 
section, most of whom can have 
small hope of owning land without 
government aid. 

Several thousand families are now 
being rehabilitated in each southern 
state, the average investment per 
family running from $36 in Mis- 
sissippi to $126 in Arkansas, this 
covering land lease, equipment sup- 
plies and live stock. Additional 
families are being steadily secured 
from rural relief rolls. 

Not only the finances but the 
morale of these families is being re- 
habilitated, according to Adminis-

of Otto, Bourbon-Hapsburg pre- 
tender to the Austrian throne, if 
they prove true, will mean that once 
more two young royalists will be- 
come pawns in the play of European 
diplomacy. They merely will be 
the puppets used by former Em- 
press Zita to bring about the res- 
toration of the Hapsburg dynasty. 

There is in this reported ‘‘ar- 
rangement” not even a breath of 
the romance leading to the recent 
annoucement of the engagement of 
Prince George of England and Prin- 
cess Marina of Greece. The young 
couple are but casually acquainted 
and their marriage would be merely 
another move toward a political ob- 
jective of vital interest to every Eu- 
ropean nation. 

Since the downfall of the Aus- 


World War, and the subsequent 
death in exile of former Emperor 
Karl, the ambitious Zita has labored 
day in and day out for the restora- 
tion of the throne, with young Otto 
upon it. She has haunted the re- 
maining courts of Europe, seeking 
aid to that end, but has met with 
but little encouragement until the 
crisis in Austrian affairs which has 
resulted in the civil war and other 
disorders of the past year. 

Now there are definite indications 
that she has won Mussolini to her 
support. The announcement that 
the two dynasties will be linked by 
matrimony would assure Italy’s full 
co-operation in the effort to solve 
the Austrian problem through the 
return of the nation to a monarch- 
ial form of government. 

Many able commentators on Eu- 
ropean political conditions—among 
them Pierre Van Paassen, European 
correspondent of The Constitution 
—are frankly of the belief that it 
will not be long before Austrian 
governmental affairs reach a condi- 
tion that will assure an orderly en- 
thronement of Otto. It is not prob- 
able that the daughter of the Ital- 
ian rulers will be pledged to a 
young and far from wealthy pre- 
tender unless the prospects are 
bright for the success of the ef- 
forts: being made in his behalf.

To Gorman’s offer was attached 
the condition that all mills th - 
out the industry be closed during the 
negotiations and that both employers 
and unions agree in advance to abide 
by the results. : 

We propose that the present pres- 
idential board become a board of ar- 
bitration,” Gorman said last night in 
a radio address. “We pro that 
arbitration begin not:later than Mon- 
day, Septémber 10, 1934, We pro- 
pose that both sides agree to accept 
the findings of the arbitration, 

We propose that meanwhile all 
mills in all branches of the industry 
remain closed. If the employers, as 
employers, through their various 4s- 
sociations agree to the arbitration, 
then we propose that our members 
picket all mills and guard them 
against damage. ä 

“We propose this now, so that 
further murder of our fellow workers 
may be avoided. We challenge man- 
agement to agree to this orderly pro- 
cedure toward peace.” 

Call Extended. 

Over the week-end, the strike call 
was extended to include hosiery work- 
ers, employes in carpet, plush, velvet 
and pile fabric mills. This left only 
the silk and rayon dyers’ unions un- 
affected by the general textile walk- 
out. Its officers had a strike vote 
under consideration. : 

Dissatisfaction with NRA was said 
by hosiery union officers to be the 
cause of the walkout in that branch 
of the industry. Of the 125,000 work- 
ers involved 40,000 working under 
union contracts were exempted. 

The hosiery strike call was set for 
Wednesday night, but officials of the 
union predicted the walkout would 
begin tomorrow. They expected some 
difficulty in restraining the contract- 
bound employes from joining the 
strike. 

Background Studied. 

The presidential board continued 
exploring the economic aspects of the 
textile industry during the day in con- 
ferences with officials of NRA’s 
planning division. Last night AAA 
representatives gave them data on 
cotton production and collections of 
processing taxes from the industry. 

“By the end of the week now open- 
ing we shall in all probability have 
every division of the great textile in- 
dustry closed,” Gorman said tonight 
in a formal statement. 

He said reports of mills “closed 100 
per cent” continued to be received 
throughout the day and that the 
strike committee had been in an all- 
day session, finding the situation 
“good in every section.” 

Turning to his arbitration propos- 
al, he said it had “brought many fa- 
vorable comments” and that it had 
been made “because of the strength of 
-our position.” 

Postoffices Barred? 

He charged that in South Manches- 
ter, Conn., and in Asheville, N. C., 
access to postoffices was being 
“checked. by armed thugs.” A protest 
will be made to Postmaster-General 

Asking an investigation. 

„We enter the second week of the 
strike upon a record of demonstrated 
strength,” he said. The Cotton Tex- 
tile Institute sdid there would 
no strike of consequence. The strike 
is on. Every step has been in ac- 
cord with prédictions.

“REMEMBER HONEA PATH” 
IS CRY IN CAROLINA AREA 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., Sept. 9.— 
The cry Remember Honea Path“ 
passed down the ranks of southern 
textile strikers today as union lead- 
ers tightened their lines against 
wholesale mill re-opening attempts ex- 
pected from manufacturers tomorrow. 

Individual persuasion was rapidly 
taking the place of “flying squad- 
rons” in the union’s plan of attack, 
however, the latter were being req- 
ganized today, more as scoutin 
squads than as the storm troops 
which closed a hundred mills in the 
Carolinas alone last Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday and Thursday. ; 

Leaders of the cotton textile work- 
ers who have borne. the brunt of the 
southern campaign took heart with 
the calling of a strike of hosiery 
workers. In Charlotte and Greenville, 
S. C., principal centers from which the 
southern strike is being directed, lead- 
ers expressed the belief their work 
would be much easier with the entiré 
textile industry involved, eliminating 
the need for discriminating between 


plants. 
Many Hosiery Mills. 

In the Carolinas, especially, many 
hosiery mills are parts of general tex- 
tile manufacturing concerns. There 
are about 30,000 hosiery workers in 
the two states, High Point, N. C., 
scene of giant hosiery strikes in the 
summers of 1932 and 1933, being the 
largest centers. There are a score of 
hosiery mills there, employing 7,000 
workers. 

Workers there last week declined to 
answer a call for a local hosiery 
strike. 

A general walkout: in the hosiery 
industry, which has been unionized 
much longer than the cotton textile 
industry in this area, would bring 
total of idle workers 38 Carolinas 
to approximately 150,000. There are 
222 closed mills in North Carolina 
which — employ abaut 67,000 
workers. Ninety are closed in South 
Carolina, leaving about 48,000 idle.

{ Morro Castle Officers Exhausted 
et | By Long Battle With Fire at Sea 


NEW YORK. Sept. 9.—()—Grim 
and uncommunicative, Chief Officer 
William C. Warms, of the Morro 
Castle—who followed sea tradition by 
sticking with his burning ship—came 
ashore today from the coast guard 
cutter Tampa with 10 of the 14 offi- 
cers and men who stayed with bim 
on his blazing bridge. 

Exhausted. and showing the horror 
of their experiences on smoking decks 
and storm-whipped ocean, they tronp- 
ed silently — 4 the gangplank. <A 
cheer in tribute to their courage rose 
from the Tampa's crew as the little 
band stumbled onto the dock. 

The eleventh came down in a stretch- 
er. He was Chief Radio Operator 
George W. Rogers, of Bayonne, N. J. 
in a state of 8 collapse from 
his long vigil, with his lungs seared 

smoke and flame which enveloped 


the radio room. 

Warms, whe succeeded Captain 
Robert R. Wilmott when the latter 
died suddenly the night before the 
disaster, carried his right hand tight- 
ly wrapped in bandages. The knuckles 
were broken—how, he didn’t know. 

Story of Tampa's Fight. 

Lieutenant Commander E. G. Rose, 
of the Tampa. who battled storm and 
fire for hours and then limped 
home only when his ship was dis- 
abled from the fight, told a graphic 
story of the loss and beaching of the 
Morro Castle. 

“In my opinion, these men were the 
heroes of the job,” he said. They 
stuck with the ship. They elected to 
stay. The others elected to g0— 
though I don't. blame them.” . 

The battle was lost in the storm- 
swept darkness last night when both 
vessels were being blown ashore and 
the 12-inch towing hawser sna 
fouling the Tampa's propeller. 
Morro Castle was beached, but the 
Tampa's anchor held when she was 
barely a mile or so off Asbury Park. 

It took an hour for a dory crew to 
get the huge hemp hawser to the 
side of the Morro Castle through 
mountainous waves and rain, he said, 
and another two hours of heroic 
work by the 14 men on the ship's 
deck to get it aboard and fast. 

“They then cut through the three- 
inch links of the Morro Castle's an- 
chor chains so we could get the tow 
started. 

“I ordered them to abandon the 
ship the minute the anchor chain 
parted. Captain Warms wanted to 
remain, but the storm was increasing 
and I felt the men must come off. 

“We got under way about 1 p. m., 
the pilot boat with a line on her stern 
acting as drag rudder. We made very 
slow progress and were only about 
two miles east of Seagirt. 


“We proceeded up the coast as far 
as Asbury Park when the pilot boat 
line parted—burned through. 

“For a eouple more hours we 
fought on up the coast-—trying to get 
the Morro Castle to calm water in 
New York harbor—but the storm and 
weather became worse. Later, when 
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we found both ships were drifting to- 
ward the beach, we realized it was 
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a case of getting her out to sea or ton 


lose her and us ashore. We in- 
creased the revolutions of our engines 
and the towing hawser broke under 
the strain, the end snapping back and 
fouling our propeller. 

“We dropped our anchor to keep 
from drifting down on the Morro 
Castle or going on the beach, and just 
a few minutes later, it seemed, ‘we 
could see the Morro Castle against 


the lights on the beach at Asbury 
Park. She was ashore.
